Taylor recorded the address in front of a 
Liberian flag at his home, for broadcast on 
the evening before he was to hand power to 
Vice President Moses Blah at one minute 
before noon on Monday.

people,” Taylor declared, 
adding, “I fought for you.”

Pilot Faces

NEW YORK I An Air France pilot 
was arraigned on felony charges 
Sunday after allegedly telling an 
airport security screener he had a 
bomb in his shoe. 

No explosives were found on the 
pilot or the plane, but the New York- 
to -Paris flight he was scheduled for 
as a co-pilot was canceled. 

Philippe Rivere, 50, was charged 
with two counts of falsely reporting 
an incident. He could face a seven- 
year prison term if convicted on the 
first- degree count. 

Airport security screeners have 
paid close attention to passen- 
gers’ shoes since December 2001, 
when British citizen Richard Reid 
was arrested after trying to light 
explosives hidden in his shoes on a 
Paris -to -Miami flight. Reid plead- 
ed guilty and was sentenced to life 
in prison. 

Rivere was at a security check- 
point Friday at John F. Kennedy 
International Airport when he 
allegedly said he had a bomb in 
his shoe. Port Authority spokes- 
man Tony Ciavolella said. 

Ciavolella would not say whether 
Rivere could have been joking when 
he made the remark, (ap)

WASHINGTON | A key short-term 
interest rate is at a 45 -year low, 
and Federal Reserve policy-mak- 
ers are expected to keep it there 
when they meet Tuesday. 

Fed officials, however, will cer- 
tainly spend time discussing what, if 
anything, they can do to stop long- 
term rates from rising. 

Only this spring did Federal 
Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan 
and his colleagues draw praise for 
cleverly manipulating market expec- 
tations with talk of deflation, which 
is a sustained fall in prices. 


Now they are criticized for mis- 
leading the bond 
market and caus- 
ing a big run-up in 
long-term rates over 
the past month. 

For that reason, 
many analysts see 
the Fed meeting 
as an opportunity 
for the central bank to correct the 
botched signals and to calm the jit- 
tery bond market. 

“We are facing a dangerous situ- 
ation with the threat that interest 


rates will go up so fast that it will 
choke off the recovery,” said econ- 
omist David Jones, author of four 
books on the Fed. “The Fed has to 
state more clearly what its inten- 
tions are.” 

At its last meeting, on June 25, 
the central bank reduced its target 
for the federal funds rate, the inter- 
est that banks charge each other on 
overnight loans. 

The rate fell by one -quarter of 
a percentage point, to 1 percent, 
the lowest since July 1958. martin

Flawed assumptions

WASHINGTON | Flawed assump- 
tions by President Bush’s advisers 
about postwar Iraq are contrib- 
uting to Iraqis’ resentment of the 
U.S. occupation and undermin- 
ing its legitimacy, the chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee said Sunday. 

Even the war itself has yet to be 
won, said Sen. Dick Lugar, R-Ind. 

“Having said that,” Lugar said, “I 
reiterate we’re there now. Whether 
they made a good choice or not in 
terms of tactics is irrelevant.” 

Friday was the 100th day since 
Bush declared an end to major 
combat. In his radio address 
Saturday, he said the administra- 
tion was “keeping our word to the 
Iraqi people by helping them to 
make their country an example of 
democracy and prosperity through- 
out the region.” 

Asked Sunday how the planning 
was lacking, Lugar replied: 

“I think a thorough misunder- 
standing of how complex the politics 
of Iraq are and continue to be; an 
inability to understand the decapi- 
tation theory — that is, getting rid 
of the top types while the workers 
continue — wasn’t going to work,”

Israel, Hezbollah 
Exchange Fire 


Teenager killed in 
upswing of violence 
at Lebanon border 

SHLOMI, ISRAELI Israeli warplanes 
attacked suspected Hezbollah posi- 
tions in south Lebanon on Sunday, 
hours after the group shelled north- 
ern Israel, killing a 16 -year- old and 
wounding five others. 

The boy was the first civilian 
killed in an attack by the guer- 
rilla group in the area since Israel 
pulled out of southern Lebanon in 
May 2000, officials said. 

The last civilian death occurred 
on June 24, 1999, when a Hezbollah 


rocket killed two men. 

The latest attacks came amid 
an increase in border violence, 
raising fears of a wider conflict 
with Syria and Lebanon. On Friday, 
Hezbollah, a militant Lebanese 
group backed by Syria and Iran, 
fired artillery toward Israeli bor- 
der posts, drawing return fire. 
It was the first such exchange in 
eight months. 

Earlier Sunday, Israel’s foreign 
minister warned both Syria and 
Lebanon to restrain Hezbollah. 
Aides to Israeli Prime Minister

City’s relative quiet is 
shattered after angry 
Iraqis take to streets 

BASRA, IRAQ I Basra residents over- 
whelmed by the heat and angry 
about fuel shortages and electric- 
ity cuts bombarded British soldiers 
with rocks in a second day of pro- 
tests Sunday. A demonstrator and 
a security guard were killed. 

Elsewhere, four U.S. soldiers 
and a journalist were wounded 
in guerrilla attacks, and the U.S. 
military said a soldier died of heat 
stroke while traveling in a convoy 
in southern Iraq on Saturday. 

Basra had been one of the 


quietest cities in Iraq. On Sunday, 
the protester was shot dead after a 
crowd tried to block four vehicles 
crossing the main bridge leading to 
the airport and the British military 
headquarters. It was not clear who 
shot the demonstrator. 

In Baghdad, coalition spokes- 
man Charles Heatly said forces 
were taking steps to alleviate the 
power and fuel crisis in Basra. 
The coalition brought in two new 
gas turbine generators to try to fix 
the antiquated electricity system, 
and British soldiers were supervis- 
ing distribution at gas stations to 
make sure people were not charged 
exorbitant black-market prices.

Militants Raliy 
For Cleric Linked 
To Terror Attacks 

SOLO, INDONESIA I About 3,000 
Muslim militants rallied here 
Sunday to support detained 
Indonesian cleric Abu Bakar 
Bashir, who allegedly heads the 
al Qaeda-linked group accused in 
last Tuesday’s deadly bombing at 
Jakarta’s Marriott Hotel. 

The rally came as the death toll 
from the bombing rose to 11 with 
the death of a taxi driver injured 
in the blast. 

Bashir, in a speech read by an 
aide, urged people at the rally to 
fight for the adoption of Islamic law 
and to ignore being labeled “terror- 
ists.” Listeners had traveled from 
all over Indonesia, the world’s most 
populous Muslim nation.

Marriage would mean 
more fiscal rights for 
same-sex partners 

COUPLES I Rich Linnell and Gary 
Chalmers say their battle for the 
right to marry is about fairness 
and money — and their 11-year- 
old daughter’s future. 

For example, there’s the extra 
$3,600 Linnell pays each year 
because he cannot piggyback, as 
a spouse could, on his partner’s 
health insurance policy. “We have 
a college fund set aside for Paige,” 
said Chalmers. “I’d like to see that 
$3,600 going towards that fund.” 

The Northbridge, Mass., cou- 
ple are among the plaintiffs in a 
closely watched lawsuit that claims 
same-sex couples have the right to 
wed under the state constitution. 
Massachusetts’ highest court, the 
Supreme Judicial Court, is expected 
to rule on the case this year. 

The inability to marry adds up. 
For instance, while some compa- 
nies offer health benefits to their 
employees’ domestic partners, the 
partner must pay federal income 


taxes on the value of the benefit, 
which a spouse could receive tax- 
free. Matters become even more 
complicated if a partner dies. 

Still, even a victory in 
Massachusetts would be unlikely 


to transform the financial affairs 
of gay couples overnight. Most 
tax and many pension issues are 
governed by federal law, which 


includes a 1996 statute defin- 
ing marriage as a “legal union 
between one man and one woman.”

MAKING THE BEST OF IT 

Some gay couples have found 
ways of using their unmarried 
status to save money. Financial 
planners emphasize that nei- 
ther they nor the IRS necessarily 
condone such maneuvering but 
that some of these practices are 
common among gay couples: 

When one unmarried partner 
earns considerably more than 
another, deductions and charita- 
ble contributions may be shifted 
to the higherearner’stax return, 
wherethey do moreto reducethe 
tax burden. 

When gay parents have two 
children, they may be able to dou- 
ble — to $10,000 — a deduction 
for childcare expenses simply by 
making each child the dependent 
of a different parent. 

If the poorer of two parents 
claims the child as a dependent, 
the richer parent may be invisible 
to collegefinancial aid offices, 
which may result in a better deal 
from the school.

Q l’m getting control of my cred- 
it and have paid off most of my 
credit cards. But I just can’t keep to a 
budget. I need someone to take over 
my finances.

A You can, indeed, sign up 
for such a service. Or you 
can grow up a little. Managing 
our own finances is one of the 
responsibilities of being an adult. 
It’s not always easy, but doing it is 
empowering. 

That you’ve been able to pay off 
credit card debt shows you have 
some discipline. What you might 
need is a better tracking system. 

Personal finance software such 
as Quicken or Money can automate 
much of the process.

Degrees of Debt 


Going back to school 
in a bleak economy is 
difficult but possible 

EDUCATION I When the economy 
is weak, career changers typical- 
ly flock to graduate schools for 
advanced degrees that will make 
them more marketable. 

But that switch, always a diffi- 
cult one, is proving even tougher 
for some in this economic slump. 
Career switchers just don’t want to 
risk leaving the job market for two 
or more years. Though going back 
to school often involves financial 
sacrifices, there are things you can 
do to make it manageable. 

Calculate your need. To figure 
out how much debt you can shoul- 
der, FinAid.org offers calculators 
that will crunch the numbers for 
master’s and doctoral candidates. 
Now add in the collateral costs: 
Will you need to spend more on 
child care? Commuting? Health 
insurance? 

Search for aid. One big mistake 
most adult students make is assum- 
ing they make too much money to 
get financial assistance. But how 
much you make doesn’t matter for 
merit-based awards. Start looking at 


the College Board’s scholarship site 
(www.collegeboard.com/pay) . 

Ask your employer. More com- 
panies are adding tuition-assistance 
programs to their benefits packag- 
es in an effort to attract and retain 
top talent. But a growing number of 
companies want you to promise to 
work at the company for a set num- 
ber of years in return for tuition. 



HotJob I FORENSIC ACCOUNTANT 

In the aftermath of financial misdeeds at companies such as Enron Corp. and 
the former WorldCom Inc., forensic accountants — who are sort of gumshoes 
with ledgers — are seeing a surge in activity and demand. 


You left Accenture for this? The work- 
to-grad school transition can be harsh. 

Federal or private loans? 

Interest rates on federal student 
loans are at record lows. Many 
professionals may not be eligible, 
however, because undergraduate 
student loans count toward gov- 
ernment loan limits.

Aboutone in 
five passes the 10-hourexamthefirst 
time around. 

Day’s Work: A forensic accountant 
doesn’t just pore over ledger entries. 
Some might use software to dupli- 
cate a hard drive wholesale; oth- 
ers will walkafactory floor and inter- 
view employees, especially those who 
receive shipments after hours. 

Bragging Rights: As a specialized 
field, forensic accounting has roots 
dating backto at leastthe Depression. 
The pioneers were none otherthan 
IRS examiners who builtthetax fraud 
casethat nabbed the biggest gang- 
sters of the Prohibition era.

BOOKS I When the hero of Amy 
Sedaris’s children’s book turned 
out to be a tequila worm, the pub- 
lisher Hyperion passed on it. 

But Sedaris, who is best known 
as the star of Comedy Central’s cult 
favorite “Strangers With Candy,” 
had another idea. “Wigfield,” co- 
written with Paul Dinello and 
Stephen Colbert, is about a town 
that’s about to be flooded. 

Efforts to save the tiny burgh 
are described through interviews 
with residents — including an elder- 
ly couple in their late 30s. 

“Wigfield” is quintessential 
Sedaris — off-kilter in a dark but 
goofy sort of way. Even her apart- 
ment, with its hallways covered in 
candy wrappers and defaced pho- 
tographs, is oddly compelling. 

“I’m always shocked by people 
who aren’t inspired by anything,” 
said Sedaris, who looks far younger 
than her 42 years. “I look at a person 
on the subway, anyone, and think it 
could be a funny character.” 

So is she really weird? Or is she 
just acting weird? 

Neither, according to Sedaris. 
She simply likes doing different 
things: acting, writing, baking, 
even waitressing at a nearby sea- 
food restaurant, even though she’s 
allergic to shellfish. 

Sedaris started out as a play- 
wright with brother David in

the early 1990s; they continue to 
write together under the name 
“The Talent Family.”

Hines became internationally 
known as part of a jazz tap duo 
with his brother, Maurice. The 
two appeared in the musical revue 
“Eubie!” in 1978, in Broadway’s 
“Sophisticated Ladies” and on film 
in 1984’s “The Cotton Club.” 

Hines also acted in “The Cotton 
Club.” He starred with Mikhail 
Baryshnikov in “White Nights” 
and with Billy Crystal in “Running 
Scared,” and he appeared in ‘Waiting 
to Exhale.” He had a 1997 sitcom, 
“The Gregory Hines Show,” and a 
recurring role on “Will and Grace.” 


Born Feb. 14, 1946, in New York 
City, Hines said his mother urged 
him and his brother into tap danc- 
ing as a way out of the ghetto. 

“I don’t remember not dancing,” 
Hines said in a 2001 interview with 
The Associated Press. 

Hines earned three Tony nom- 
inations on Broadway and won a 
1992 Tony for playing jazz legend 
“Jelly Roll” Morton in “Jelly’s Last 
Jam”; he was nominated for a num- 
ber of Emmy Awards. 

He won a Daytime Emmy 
Award in 1999 for his voice work 
in “Little Bill” and Image Awards for 
“Bojangles” and “Running Scared” 
from the civil rights group NAACP.

Unstable is Rock Solid 


Hard rockers Adema 
contend with fear, 
fatherhood, success 

MUSIC I Adema has amassed some 
strong hard-rock credentials. The 
Bakersfield, Ca. band has played 
almost 400 shows in two years, 
including spots on Ozzfest, the 
Music As a Weapon Tour, the 
Projekt Revolution Tour and the 
SnoCore Rock Tour.
